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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants arguments with respect to lack of utility are not found to be persuassive for reasons of record of 
Office actions dated 12/30/2004 and 5/19/2004. The Office accepts that the message level is compared between the normal tumor 
samples in example 18, and not the DNA . The specification does not disclose a quantifiable amount of message between the normal 
and tumor samples to compare expression levels. It is also not clear how many samples were used. There is no correlation between any 
specific disorder and the altered level or form of the claimed polypeptides. In addition, the specification does not teach or describe the 
function of this polypeptide. There is no nexus provided by the Applicant to a disease state and the protein of the instant invention. 
Therefore, antibody specifically binding to such polypeptide of the instant invention also lack utility. Rejections under USC 1 12, first 
paragraph (lack of enablement ) is also maintained. Furhter the rejection under USC 102 is also maintained. .
